Sovrom ordered machinery from England for their tugs, and all new 
vessels had engines of English manufacture, ie, Diesel engines of 
600 or 800 HP from the firm of Winddop. New construction at Galatl 
consisted of river tugs and barges; ocean-going vessels were not 
constructed, only repaired. I heard that the shipyard completed 
one tug a month. The tugs were about 25 m long, four or five m wide, 
with metal hulls and wooden Interiors. I also heard that the con- 
struction of a barge took one month, but I don‘t know how many were 
traction at one time. I heard further that the capacity 
or the barges was 80 freight cars. The barges were generally 
of metal; the hulls were either welded or riveted. I was told that 
the metal was imported from the Soviet Onion, but I think it was 
manufactured in Rumania.
